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Editorial: Welfare Ignored! 



Early this year, the Newmarket town -council 
authorial and encouraged the formation of the New- 
market >Gminiunity Recreation Council. The task of 
(he community recreation council- was to provide the 
weani for an organized and supervised program of 
re-creation for young and old in Newmarket. 

Towards that end the recreation council asked for 
and received the co-operation of the school boards, the 
Lions club, the churches and other public bodies in 
ihe recreation program. An executive was elected at a 
public meeting. A constitution was passed. The mach- 
inery under which a community recreation program 
could operate was set in motion. A budget was worked 
out. 

The Newmarket town council, was asked to provide 
$1,000 as its share of the cost. The council granted 
$500. 

When the budget was brought down and the grant 
for the recreation council appeared as $500, members 
of the council had two opportunities to change it to 
$1,000. Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales and R. C. Morrison 
moved the grant be made ?1,000. They were the only 
ones to vote in favor of it. They moved it be made 
$300. Again they were the only ones in favor of it. 

Members of the council had ample opportunity to 
examine the i>olicies of the recreation council when a 
deputation from the recreation council appeared before 
them to ask for the ? 1,000 two weeks ago. Only one 
member, Joseph Vale, asked questions. The other 
membess of the town council showed no particular

interest. 

Members of the town council knew of the work 
being done by the recreation council. Regular reports 
wen? made by Mrs. Caroline Edwards, chairman of 
the recreation committee of council and vice president 
of the recreation council. All meetings of the recreation 
council were reported hi The Era and Express. 

Under no circumstances can those members of 
the town council who refused the request for §1,000 
plead ignorance of the recr&ation council and 1 its 
purpose. j 

Tho.n\?r.embers of the town council, Reeve Arthur 
D. Evans, Deputy-Reeve J. L. Spillette, Joseph Vale, 
G. M. Byers, J. A. Perks and Frank Bowser, who would 
not approve of the grant of §1,000 to the recreation 
council, can- only plead, at the very least, a refusal to 
be progressive, a refusal to take an interest in the wel- 
fare of the citizens who elected them and a refusal to 
recognize the obligations they assumed when they 
authorised the formation of the Newmarket Commun- 
ity Recreation Council. \ 

VThe grant of $1,000 was sought by the recreation 
council because it represented the minimum amount 
under which the council could operate. In round 
figures, the estimated budget for the recreation council 
for the remainder of the year is $3,000. Broken down, 
the total represents $1,000 from the town council, 
#1,500 from a public appeal and remainder made up 
by a grant received from the province representing 
one-third of the salaries paid by the town in the opera- 
tion r>f the arena during 1915. I 

A major portion of this total must be paid in 
salaries to » recreation director dining the balance of 
the year. Equipment and financial aid to organiza- 
tions &k«> {fin remainder. It cost the Newmarket 
Lions dub over $i>00 to operate a six-week summer 
program. What does the Newmarket town council 
<*I«d can be operated with $500? 

Newmarket has long needed a year round commun- 
ity recreation program. The evidence is there. Not 
only does public opinion strongly support such a pro- 
2»am, but inelnlwr.s of the town council themselves have 
advocated .such a program. Was it only a gesture! in 
the direction of public opinion? |

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The executive of the Newmar- 
ket Community Recreation 
Council unanimously agreed to 
suspend all further activity until 
the Newmarket town council has 
been approached again this 
Monday with a request that the 
full grant of $1,000 be given by 
the town council to the recrea- 
tion council. 

Last Monday night, the budget 
for Newmarket was brought 
down and the grant for ihe 
recreation council was listed as 
$500, half of what was asked for. 

A motion by R. C. Morrison 
that the grant be increased to 
$800, and an amendment by 
Mayor Dr. L. \V. Dales that the 
grant be made the full amount of 
$1,000 were defeated. The mo- 
tion and the amendment were 
supported only by Mayor Dales 
and Mr. Morrison. Mrs. Caroline 
Edwards, chairman of the recrea- 
tion committee of council, and 
vice-president of the recreation 
council, was not present. 

The decision to suspend all 
business of the recreation coun- 
cil until after the town 
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had been approached and asked 
to make the grant in full, came 
after members of the executive 
agreed that the refusal of the 
town council to make the grant 
in full could only be interpreted 
as a lack of confidence in the 
recreation council. 

It was agreed that a deputa- 
tion of the whole executive ap- 
pear before the town council 
Monday night to answer any 
questions or make any explana- 
tions the members of the town 1 
council might seek.

What Has Been Accomplished 



What has been done so far by 
the Newmarket Community 
Recreation Council: 

The Newmarket Community 
Recreation Council was formed 
when the rink and recreation 
committee of the Newmarket 
town council was authorized to 

organize a community recreation 
council. 

A public meeting was held 
early this year. A nominating 
committee was named which 
presented a slate of officers at a 
second public meeting. 

Following the election of of- 
ficers, a tentative constitution 
was presented to the second 
public meeting and was adopted 
with the exception of the mem- 
bership clause. 

At a third public meeting, a 
new membership clause was ac- 
cepted and the Newmarket Com- 
munity Recreation Council 
became duly constituted. It ap- 
plied for and received the 
approval of the provincial gov- 
ernment. It has been recognized 
by the National Physical Fitness 
Council of the federal govern- 
ment. 

Standing committees of the 
executive were named. 

A list of facilities in Newmar- 
ket which would be made avail- 
able as meeting places, or for 
recreational activity was started. 
The co-operation of all approach- 
ed was given. 

A publicity committee organ- 
ized with the co-operation of the 
staffs of the public and sep- 
arate schools an essay competi- 
tion on the value of recreation. 
Plans are made for a similar 
contest in the high school. 

A program committee has com- 
pleted plans for a questionnaire 
so that the recreation council 
could learn the present recrea- 
tional pursuits of Newmarket 
citizens and also learn their 
recreational needs and wishes. 
The recreational council would 
then bc in a position to make in- 
telligent plans with this informa- 
tion. 

At least nine meetings have 
been held by the executive of 
the recreation council and num- 
erous committee meetings have 
been called. 

Preparations have been made 
for the formation of a teen-age 
committee of the recreation 
council under the chairmanship 
of J. B. Bastedo. 

A committee has been named 
to interview applicants for the 
position of recreational director. 

Involved in this activity arc 
over 30 citizens of Newmarket. 
Assurances of co-operation when 
needed have come from most of 
the organizations in Nev/market 
including schools and churches.

Willi grants by the Newmarket 
town council increased $M0 over 
last year for a total of $2,250, 
most of the discussion on the 
budget centred here, when the 
budget was brought down by the 
chairman of the finance commit- 
tee, Deputy-Reeve J. L. Spillette, 
Monday night. 

The grants, as shown in the 
budget, were: Horticultural So- 
ciety. $200; Citizens* Band. SG00; 
Tennis club. $50; Hardball club, 
$25; Lions club, $300; Boy Scouts, 
$25; Women's Institute, $500; 
Hospital for Sick Children, Tor- 
onto. $50; Recreation Council, 
$500. 

An amendment was moved by 
the mayor, Dr. L. W. Dales, in- 
creasing the grant to the band 
by $200 for a total of $800, mak- 
ing Ihe total of the grants $2,450, 
which is $1,100 over last year. 

The $300 grant to the New- 
market Lions club covers the 
town's share of the bandstand 
creeled in the Lions park.

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HIGH SCHOOL AREA 
FOR NEWMARKET

In recent weeks, a number of meetings have 
been held in different centres throughout the 
county where the formation of high school areas 
has been discussed. By- a high school area is 
meant the centralization of secondary school edu- 
cation, the provision of one large high school 
with full curric.ulums, paid for through a larger 
assessment, and serving a larger area. 

As it stands now, secondary school sections are 
laid down more along municipal boundary lines 
than in keeping with the size of the population. 
School areas, such as proposed by the provincial 
department of education, would be outlined in 
terms of population and assessment For example, 
a high school area for Newmarket high school 
would include the northern sections of Whit- 
church and King townships, and East Gwillim- 
bury- Through the provision of transportation 
and hot lunches, no difficulty arises from the 

distances involved. 
As the provincial department of education 

estimates it, a population of 10,000 with an 
assessment of eight to ten million dollars provides 
the ideal school area. Such a population would 
provide a school enrolment of 300 and the 
assessment would cover the increased operating 
expenses and the cost of transportation without 
giving the tax-payer extra burdens, in fact, on 
the basis of results obtained elsewhere, high 
school areas have resulted in lower school costs. 

A secondary school for a population of 10,000 
in an area with a ten million dollar assessment 
could be provided with a full curriculum includ- 
ing'shop work, home economics, agriculture, and 
*home nursing. Most rural secondary schools are 
unable to finance such additional teaching. The 
school board governing such a secondary school 
would have rural representation, something the 
Newmarket school board, in common with many 
other municipal school boards, lacks. 

The provincial department of education is 
making no effort to impose school areas on the 
tax-payer. Instead, the department is holding 
meetings throughout the county where the bene- 
fits of the high school areas can be discussed and 
the public given a chance .to* see what can be 
accomplished through the formation of such 
areas. 

Such a meeting is planned for Wednesday, 
April 3, in the Newmarket high school. Mem- 
bers of municipal councils, school boards, and 
those of the public who arc interested arc in- 
vited to attend. It is to be hoped that there will 
bo a large audience. The provision of the best 
which should stand foremost throughout the 
secondary school education possible is. an aim 
land. 
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ignorance of court procedure. 

For example, the accused man has an oppor- 
tunity to cross-examine- witnesses against him. 
He does this by asking the witness questions and 
by the witness' answers, try to establish points 
favorable to his release. In the cross-examina- 
tion, however, only questions can be asked. 
Statements are not acceptable. The accused has 
an opportunity to make statements when he en- 
ters the witness box to sell his story. Almost 
without exception, when asked if they wish to 
cross-examine the witness, the accused persons 
will ignore the magistrate's cautioning and make 
statements instead of questioning the witness. In 
this way, they lose the opportunity of question- 
ing the evidence against them. 

Of more importance still, however, is that a 
wider knowledge of the court procedure helps 
make clear the meaning of the democratic prin- 
ciples by which we are governed. In the courts 
as much as the legislative houses are found 
practical application of the principles of dem- 
ocracy. In the courts, for example, the meaning 
of the Habeas Corpus Act becomes very real, 
just as the right to vote becomes very real at 
election time. 

In suggesting that knowledge of court pro- 
cedure should be more widespread, we do not for 
one moment infer that with such rudimentary 
knowledge, persons accused of breaking the law 
conduct their own defence. The law is a special- 
ized study. iThe lawyer has a very real place in 
society. Conducting your own defence before 
the court isjvery much akin to diagnosing your 
own illness,) Up to a point, it can be done safe- 
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PARENTS HAVE REAL 
RESPONSIBILITY 



A it- year-old youth was given a suspended 
sentence and placed on probation for a year in 
magistrate's court here Friday. The youth had 
pleaded guilty to the theft o'f a pair of pants the 
week Before and the magistrate had postponed 
judgment until lost week in order to hear char- 
acter witnesses. 

The farmer who employed the youth said that 
he had .been a steady worker and that .he had 
had no trouble with the boy.; He said he was 
willing to take him back to the farm. The other 
witness said he had rescued the boy from pre- 
vious minor scrapes and that he was prepared 
[ to stand by him this one more time. He said he 
' believed the Ijoy to be of sound character and 
i explained his lapses as a result of "bad com- 
pany/' On the strength of this testimony,, the 
boy ,was given another chance. 

It was also disclosed in the evidence of one of 
the character witnesses that the parents of the 
youth vwe separated and ] had been for some 
time. Neither parent appeared in court. On the 
strength of the evidence, it is here, rather than 
the 'bad company" that the cause of the youth's 
appearance in court would seem to be found. 
On the evidence*, U would appear that the youth, 
lacking the stability and moral standards that a 
decent home 'lift inculcates into children, was an 
easy victim of temptation' which all children are 
j exposed to. 

- On the strength of the evidence, the parents 
should have appeared in court, not the boy. 

One of the evils that inevitably follows war is 
the effect on family life. Too often, in the gen- 
eral excitement and unrest, responsibilities to 
children are ignored. Nothing can replace the 
influence of a good home. The provision of a 
decent home environment is the responsibility of 

[every parent.

(Christian Science Monitor) 
Turning from the city to the small town 
papers thai come to us is like stepping from' the 
slums, full of vice, into -an old-fashioned garden 
SWCCt with lavender and thyme and the scent of 
perennial flowers. The pages of the big dailies 
are so full of rnurdcr, thievery, immorality and 
selfishness that the better news is obscured by 
these glaring shattering^ »of the Decalogue. One- 
puts the paper aside with a feeling of depression 
and heartache that the world is so full of ter- 
rible and unhappy things. 

Then picking up the papers that record the 
happenings of the little towns around us, one 
gains renewed faith in life. Hero is set' forth 
only that which uplifts a community— the activ- 
ities of the business men, the church items, the 
happy social gatherings of the people, the mar- 
riages, births and deaths, farmers' items, and all 
the thousand and one daily occurrences that 
make up the simple annals of the great common 
people, who ah* really the foundation of this 
country of ours. 

Scandals are seldom published in the country 
newspapers, but if it so happens that decency 
demands it, the uglier details are omitted or 
given a kindly touch that is widely different 
from the unfeeling publicity of the city press. 
The offenders may be our neighbors, or people 
v/c have rubbed elbows with all our lives. They 
are real human beings to their town paper, 
while to the great' city dailies they are merely 
grains of a sort that are ground out hourly in 
their news mills. 

Sometimes people speak lightly of the country 
Dwspaper, but it Is one of the most poter 
uplifting factors in our national existence.
